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PASTIMS onconpaases toe developaeat and establishsjeat in Gertaany of a stay- 
behind organization consisting of trained w/t operators, agents, cut*oats, 
and informants prepared for activation in the event of hostilities. The 
coaponeat parts of the over-all organisation, planned to consist of s^arato 
units norisally includii:^ w/t curator, prdncii^ agent, and cut-oat, are ' 
to be sOTvieed Isy cosssinlcatlons equipment and basic supplies to be cached. 

A series of operational safehoases is to be set up and drop sones spotted, 
PASTIMES anvisages units for both short and long range use. 



3 . S'ESJCTUM AND SIZE 

Planning for PASTIME has recently been mads the responsibility of a senior 

staff officer In the field n^ho is to cocnrdlnate the activities of the 

various bases. Under PASTBES are the folloslnE specific projects;

for stsy-behlnd activities in Hszon; estal:iisi:u»3nt of operational safohouses 
and drop sones, 

B. VULTURE - birial by stsdCf perscainel of co!2iattnicati0ne and such other 
equipment as weapms and supplies. It is planned that this equipiaent 
will be assigned to both KIBITZ and other personnel who are to stay behind. 

C. - recraitaent arid trainizig of w/t opei'ators arid agent personnel 
for 8tay*»behind activities in Berlin and eastern Geraiany} establisiiaient 
of operational eafeliousesj cacrdng of coiamnieations and other equipment 
for use of agent j;>ersonncl in the event of cdther IJ.S, evacuation of 
Berlin or outbreak of iiostilities. 

D. CABIiiSA. - provision for a nucleus of selected American intelligence officers 
to reiaain In Geriamy to direct the activities of iadigenous agents and 
potential resistance groups in the event of hostilities, 

E. CkMkU * caching of coaEamications equipiaent, weapons, and an other 

supplios idiich might be required by personnel.
